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MR ACCUSES

FAVERSHAM MP and 
sports minister Hugh 
Robertson has laid the blame 
for England’s World Cup per¬ 
formance firmly at the foot of 
the Football Association (FA). 

Mr Robertson’s comments come 
after the Three Lions shambolic 4-1 
defeat to Germany on Sunday, which 
saw them crash out of the tournament. 

The Conservative MP said the early 
exit from South Africa and past tour¬ 
nament flops were the fault of the FA 
rather than the players. 

Mr Robertson said: ‘The people who

are ultimately responsible are the FA 
because as the sport’s governing body, 
they are responsible for the England 
team. Once the dust has settled, the FA 
need to have a long, cold, hard, unemo¬ 
tional look at this and work out why a 
country that has the best professional 
league in the world woefully under¬ 
performs at World Cups. The players 
need to get away and have a rest. 

“This really is an issue for the FA.” 

Speaking after a match that will be 
long-remembered for Frank Lampard’s 
goal that was disallowed despite TV 


replays showing it had clearly crossed 
the line, he added: “Fifa urgently need 
to have another look at their decision 
not to use electronic technology. The 
same arguments that it would disrupt 
the flow of the game were deployed 
when electronic technology was sug¬ 
gested for tennis, cricket and rugby.” 

Mr Robertson also rejected claims 
that the lifestyle of some of the 
England players was to blame for 
their poor performance, adding: “Most 
of our Premiership stars do consider¬ 
ably less partying than some of their 
contemporaries elsewhere.”

LOYAL supporters bid a 
fond farewell to the 
Faversham community 
cafe as it opened its doors 
for the last time on Friday. 

Mums, retirees, carers and volun¬ 
teers got together to say goodbye to 
the “hub of the community’ and 
look anxiously forward to transfer¬ 
ring to the Alexander Community 
Centre. 

Professional entertainer Patrick 
Phillips has used the Preston 
Street community cafe since it 
opened in 2002. On his last visit he 
said: “It’s a great shame. The centre 
has been so useful and to so many 
of us who come in here regularly, 
we’ve become almost like a family. 

“Many people who come in here 
are timid, but it’s such a warm 
place they feel instantly at home. 
I’m not sure that will be the case in 
the Alexander Centre. 

'We will all be split into groups, 
whether that is the young mums, 
carers, retirees or people like me. 
There won’t be anything like we 
have now. We really are losing the 
hub of our community.” 

Alan Standford has been using 


the centre since he retired in 2002. 
He said: “I come here two days a 
week. I have a lot of friends here. 
I’m not sure what I’m going to do 
without it when it closes.” 

Mum-of-two Helen Gilmartin has 
been using the community cafe for 
three years. 

She said: “All the mums love it 
here. It’s a safe and warm environ¬ 
ment and the lunches are afford¬ 
able, so we can have a treat once a 
week. I hope the Alexander Centre 
is ok, otherwise many of us will be 
at a loss.” 

Cafe manager Cher Oddy said 
the centre had been forced to close 
after funding dried up. She added: 
“It is a real shame because people 
from all walks of life really enjoy it. 

“Unfortunately our main funding 
comes from The Big Lottery Group, 
and while they are good at handing 
out grants for new projects, we 
needed money for the core essen¬ 
tials such as rent, light and heat. 

“The small pockets of funding we 
get from the council aren’t enoug. 

“All we can do now is hope the 
Alexander Centre will offer the 
same in time. It’s taken a lot of 
effort by a lot of people to get the 
community cafe to where it is now. 

'We’ve all put our heart and soul 
into it but I suppose we have to 
move with times and look forward.”

the coalition Government launched 
an initiative to revive competitive 
sport in schools. 

Up to £10 million of lottery fund¬

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MP to fight lor future 
of magistrates' court

COURT staff have branded govern¬ 
ment plans to close Sittingbourne 
Magistrates’ Court “absurd”. 

The Ministry of Justice is planning to close 
103 magistrates’ courts in England and Wales 
and Justice Secretary Kenneth Clark has rec¬ 
ommended Sittingbourne Magistrates Court is 
included in the cull. 

Staff have claimed the closure is just “anoth¬ 
er nail in the coffin for the district”, and MP 
Gordon Henderson has promised to fight to 
keep the court open. 

One solicitor told Yourswale: “It is absurd to 
suggest this court should close. Many of our 
clients come from the Isle of Sheppey and it’s 
difficult enough to get them here. With no 
direct transport links to Chatham or Maidstone 
it’s unfathomable why they’d choose to close 
Sittingbourne. 

‘We’ve heard it’s to do with the cost of refur¬ 
bishing the court, but we know it will only cost 
£190,000 and compared to other courts this is 
peanuts. 

We’ve also heard it’s to do with disability 
access, but the reality is, we have far better 
access than many courts, including Medway 
which, quite frankly, is diabolical. They often 
send cases here because we have the better 
access. 

‘Why Sittingbourne has been chosen I have 
no idea. This was the busiest court in the dis¬ 
trict until they started to run it down and with 
three prisons on the Isle of Sheppey and the 
proposal to build more, it makes no sense at all. 


“If the MP has said he will fight for it then I 
hope he does, because closing this court will be 
just another nail in the coffin for the district.” 

Conservative MP Gordon Henderson said: 
“As far as I understand it we are in a consulta¬ 
tion period, and while Sittingbourne 
Magistrates Court is on the list, nothing has 
been decided. I would be very, very surprised 
and concerned if it were to close and I will be 
making representation for it in the strongest 
possible terms to make sure it remains open. 

“It would be unacceptable for people who use 


this court to be expected to travel to Chatham 
or Maidstone. The people who go before this 
court are some of the most deprived and it is 
unrealistic and unreasonable to think they 
would be able to travel so far.” 

Closing 103 courts will save the Government 
up to £15 million a year in running costs, plus 
an extra £22 million in maintainenance. 

There are almost 29,000 volunteer magis¬ 
trates in England and Wales. They come from 
all walks of life and deal with nine out of 10 
cases that come before the courts.

Investigating officer DC Graham Sines 
said: “As this assault happened over the 
bank holiday weekend, there were lots of 
people in Sittingbourne town centre. 
Whilst we are keen to speak to the man 
who rang for an ambulance, I would urge 
anyone who witnessed the incident to 
come forward.”

Sex offender faces jail 
after lying to get job 


Hit-and-run driver's 
licence endorsed 

A MOTORIST from Sheppey has 
been convicted of failing to stop or 
report an accident which damaged 
three cars. 

Tommy Saward, 21, of 
Scrapsgate Road, Sheemess, was 
sentenced on June 18 at 
Sittingbourne Magistrates Court. 

The court head Saward was driv¬ 
ing a BMW 3 series car at Scocles 
Road, Minster on July 17 when he 
was involved in an accident. 

He pleaded not guilty to both 
charges but was convicted and 
fined £350. His licence was 
endorsed with six points and he 
was ordered to pay £300 compensa¬ 
tion and £315 costs. 

Visitor smuggled 
phones to prisoner 

A PRISON phone smuggler has 
been warned to expect a jail term 
after being convicted at 
Sittingbourne Magistrates Court 
on June 26. 

Tracie Panter, 42, of Beckton, 
admitted sneaking two mobile 
phones, two chargers, leads and 
three sim cards into HMP 
Swaleside on the Isle of Sheppey. 

She also pleaded guilty to giving 
the articles to prisoner Donnel 
Carty who she was visiting on June 
9. She was released on bail pending 
a pre-sentence report, and will 
return for sentencing on July 19. 


A SEX offender from Sheemess has 
been told he could face prison after 
he lied to his employers about his 
criminal past leading police to a 
stash of internet-capable phones. 

Stephen James Waters, 33, of High 
Street, pleaded guilty at 
Sittingbourne Magistrates Court on 
June 22 to failing to provide details 
of his criminal convictions on an 
application form. 

He also admitted possessing four 
mobile phones capable of accessing 
the internet which he was prohibited 
from doing under the terms of a sex¬ 
ual prevention order made in 2007. 

The court heard Waters was first 
convicted of possessing indecent 
images in 2005. After being found 
guilty of the same offence in 2007 
Southwark Crown Court banned 
him from possessing or using inter¬ 
net technology or anything capable 
of downloading indecent images. 

The sex offender was caught out 
when police became suspicious after 
discovering he had obtained a dri¬ 
ver’s job by deliberately withholding 
details of his criminal past. 

Using a search warrant, they 
seized three internet phones from 
his house and one from the glove 
compartment of his car. 

In court, Waters claimed the 


phones were obtained before his con¬ 
viction in 2007 and he had forgotten 
to dispose of them. Waters, who owns 
his own home, said he lied on his 
application form because he needed 
money to pay his mortgage. 

Magistrates heard Waters had 
already breached the terms of his 
sexual offenders order after being 
left alone with his 10-year-old 
daughter in 2009. He was made the 
subject of a 12-month community 
order, which included 50 hours work, 
in August 2009. 

He breached this order just four 
months later when he lied to a driv¬ 
ing agency based in Maidstone. 

Chief magistrate, Alan Percival, 
instructed the probation service to 
prepare an all-options report to 
include a custodial sentence. 

Mr Percival said: ‘We have given 
these matters serious consideration. 
The possession of four phones repre¬ 
sents a second and serious breach of 
an order made by a crown court 
judge. 

“In terms of the fraud, there was a 
deliberate misleading of an employ¬ 
er for financial gain and that is the 
business we are dealing with.” 

Waters will be sentenced at 
Sittingbourne Magistrates Court on 
July 14.

Get used to more 
Shoebury Masts: 
'We are aft war' 


LIFE-saving bomb disposal 
experts destined for Afghanistan 
are being trained at Shoebury 
and that means more explosions 
being heard on Sheppey. 

The news comes after fed-up neighbours in 
Leysdown appealed to MP Gordon Henderson 
about the increase in blasts at the Shoebury 
Garrison across the estuary in Essex. 

Some people believe the noise level regular¬ 
ly exceeds the 125 decibel ceiling. 

Qinteq, the MOD agency which runs the 
training, has promised to try to minimise the 
effects of the blasts but warned exercises will 
continue as planned. 

Qinetiq spokesman Nicky Udin said: “We 
try our veiy, very best to reduce the inconven¬ 
ience to people on the Isle of Sheppey and sur¬ 
rounding areas as much as possible. 

“However, the reality is that although 
Hitler may not be landing on the beach¬ 
es we are at war. 

“There is a desperate need for more bomb 
disposal experts in Afghanistan and we are 
trying to get as many through training at 
Shoebury as possible. 

‘We accept this may have led to an intensi¬ 
fication of noise levels but we don’t believe 
we’ve breached the 125 decibel ceiling. 

“There is nowhere else for these soldiers to 
train. They are desperately needed in the 
field and they must learn how to safely dis¬ 
pose of bombs and this process includes open

decimation as well as ammunition destruc¬ 
tion which can lead to an increase in noise.” 

MP Gordon Henderson said while he appre¬ 
ciated the training had to go ahead he 
believes there should specialist equipment to 
record the noise levels at Leysdown. 

He added: “Of course we have to train our 
soldiers properly and of course they need the 
proper equipment. While I am in no way sug¬ 
gesting the activity at Shoebury stops, this 
problem has been going on for more than 20 
years and the noise levels in Leysdown need 
to be monitored. 

“I have written to the Secretary of State to 
ask if he will ensure decibel monitoring 
equipment is installed in Leysdown to record 
the level of disturbance caused by explosions 
at the MOD site.” 

The news of the MP’s involvement was wel¬ 
comed by Dianne Leacock who moved to the 
seaside resort in November 2009. She says 
the explosions are so loud her house and its 
contents shake violently. 

She added: ‘We are only eight miles from 
Shoebury and sometimes it’s unbearable. We 
understand we need to train and support our 
soldiers but we believe the noise levels are reg¬ 
ularly exceeding 125 decibels and we’d like 
Leysdown to have the equipment to monitor it.”

New wildlife haven on isle 


RARE and endangered species are set for a 
boost as the Environment Agency and RSPB 
work together to create a new wildlife habi¬ 
tat at Great Bells Farm on Sheppey. 

The 193-hectare site is currently poor qual¬ 
ity grazing marsh but is set for massive 
improvement to attract threatened wildlife 
such as the Maid of Kent Beetle, the ‘red-list¬ 
ed’ Lapwings and water voles. 

The Environment Agency bought the site 
under a legal obligation to provide compen¬ 
satory habitat to make up for areas which 
will be lost elsewhere as a result of flood risk 
management schemes. 

It is proposed that most of the site will be 
freshwater grazing marsh, but the EA said it 
is also investigating whether a small area 
can be used to create intertidal habitat. 

The RSPB have been appointed as tenant 
managers and will work to improve the site.

Court jails foiled 
pharmacy robber 

A MAN has been jailed for four years 
after trying to rob the pharmacy at 
Sittingboume Memorial Hospital. 

Luke Darren Smith, 36, pleaded guilty 
to attempted robbery and possessing a 
knife in a public place. He was sentenced 
at Maidstone Crown Court on Tuesday, 
last week. 

The court heard how Smith walked 
into the chemists at 4pm on February 
18, carrying a knife in his hand. He 
crossed the barrier separating the shop 
from the till area and demanded staff fill 
a carrier bag with the sedative 
Temazepam. When staff told Smith that 
they did not keep the drug at the phar¬ 
macy, he ran off empty-handed. 

Police arrived within minutes and 
quickly traced Smith, who was arrested 
at 4.20pm. PC Kath Earle said: “ Thanks 
to officers’ local knowledge and quick 
response, the offender was in custody the 
same afternoon. 

Frightening 

“It was a nasty incident and a fright¬ 
ening experience for staff at the pharma¬ 
cy, who feared for their safety when they 
realised Smith was carrying a knife. 

“The sentence he was given shows 
that the courts take knife crime as seri¬ 
ously as we do and I hope it serves as a 
warning to people not to commit this 
type of crime.” 

Smith, who has been on remand since 
February, received a one-year prison sen¬ 
tence for the charge of possessing a 
knife, to run concurrently. He was also 
sentenced for one count of theft, two of 
common assault and breaching a sus¬ 
pended sentence for which he will serve 
an additional ten months. 


ABOLITION of the Seeda quango 
by the coalition Government means 
Swale council could now be directly 
responsible for regeneration of the 
borough. 

Ministers announced the scrapping of the 
South East England Development Agency as 
part of its emergency Budget last week. 

Officials now expect the management of proj¬ 
ects such as the regeneration of Queenborough 
and Rushenden and the completion of the 
Rushenden relief road to be handed over to local 
authorities.

‘What is vitally important is the Seeda land 
portfolio remains a catalyst for regeneration 
within the borough.” 

Sittingboume and Sheppey MP Gordon 
Henderson said he was pleased at the

announcement Seada would fold. “Abolishing 
Seeda will have no effect on the regeneration 
projects at all,” he said. “The district now has the 
opportunity to bypass an expensive 
Government quango. 

“I hope local authorities will play a bigger role, 
with Kent County Council concentrating on the 
strategic plans and Swale council on the regen¬ 
eration of Swale.” 

Seeda was scrapped after a vote of no confi¬ 
dence by the South East England Councils 
(SEEC), which deemed it costly and bureaucrat¬ 
ic. Members of SECC, including KCC, now want 
the functions of the agency passed directly to 
local authorities. 

KCC leader Cllr Paul Carter said: “The future 
is local. We need to strip away the old bureau¬ 
cratic, regional structures quickly. Councils in 
the South East are ready and willing to take on 
the role of working with businesses, central 
Government and local communities. 

“On the economy, councils in the South East 
are ready and willing to take on the role of

working with businesses in local enterprise 
partnerships (LEPs) to drive forward continued 
economic success in our area. 

“The issue of funding to support the economy 
remains critical, however, to ensure lack of 
investment in the South East does not damage 
the economic prospects of the UK as a whole,” 
added Cllr Carter. 

“The South East’s economy is the biggest net 
contributor to Government. Every year 
Government receives £18 billion more in taxes 
than is spent in our area. 

If we damage that golden goose through lack 
of investment we will risk our fragile economic 
recovery and reduce the funds flowing into 
Government to help reduce the deficit.” 

Cllr Carter is calling for a meeting with 
Ministers to discuss the detail of LEPs and 
make the case for swift devolution of regional 
powers and budgets to South East local author¬ 
ities.

Can you tell us about the centre? What is its history? 


I i /V 


Grosvenor Hall has been many things in 
its lifetime. It was originally a country 
home for a wealthy industrialist, then a sana¬ 
torium for the care of TB sufferers. It then 
became a Police Training College and subse¬ 
quently has passed to the Education Travel 
Group who refurbished it for use as a 
Kingswood Education and Adventure Centre. 

A Has it been a difficult process transforming it into a 
place suitable for children rather than police trainees? 

A The process has been a labour of love for 
the project team and although much of the 
centre was purpose-built for the education and 
training field, it has taken a lot of time and 
effort to bring the centre up to a standard that 
is unsurpassed in the field of residential activ¬ 
ity centres in the UK. 

A How did you first become involved with work in the edu- 
" cational activity field? 

A I first became involved in outdoor educa¬ 
tion and activity delivery in 1987 after 
growing up in the Lake District and being 
involved in outdoor and adventure pursuits 
since I was very young. Over the years I have 
worked in a secondary school, for two interna¬ 
tional charities and in a local authority resi¬ 
dential centre, all delivering outdoor and 
adventurous learning to young people of many 
differing backgrounds. 


A How many groups of children do you expect to use 
I^Grosvenor Hall? What are the sorts of things they get 
involved in when they are there? 

A We expect literally thousands of young peo¬ 
ple to use Grosvenor Hall as individuals, or 
as members of groups, from a diverse set of 
backgrounds and educational needs, all 
requesting activity choices from across our 
wide menu. We deliver courses on English as a 
foreign language, programmes on environ¬ 
mental science and other areas that link into 
the National Curriculum at key stage two and 
three. Of course we also provide some fantas¬ 
tic activities too, for example our state-of-the- 
art high ropes course (that is unique in the 
UK) and our 3G swing, climbing wall, swim¬ 
ming and scuba pool not to mention our disco, 
media centre, laser quest arena and cinema. 

Q Can you tell us a bit about Kingswood, who now own and 
run the centre? 

A Kingswood is a major provider of educative 
residential programmes. As an organisa¬ 
tion we have seven other centres in the UK 
and France and we are expanding to meet the 
demands of our increasing customer base. 
Kingswood has been delivering courses to 
young people for over 30 years. 

Q What would you say is your personal favourite activity 
to take part in and why? 

A I would be lying if I didn’t concede that I love 
the ropes courses and climbing walls we 


have here on site. Not only are they tremendous 
fun, but they allow for young people to learn 
more about themselves and others by sharing 
experiences and challenges in order to achieve 
things they didn’t know they were capable of. A 
number of teachers have come to me in the last 
few months to tell me these activities have 
changed the lives of the people they bring to us. 

Q How do you see the future development of the 
Grosvenor Hall? 

A Grosvenor Hall will be doubling its capaci¬ 
ty over the next year. This will mean that 
opportunities for employment at the centre 
will increase, as well as allowing us to build on 
the already strong relationships with local 
schools and community groups. 

Q lf you did not have the career you have now, what other 
field would you like to have been involved in? 

A If I could have my time again I honestly 
believe that I would still be working as an 
advocate for young people and their right to 
learn about themselves, and others in a way 
which is stimulating and exciting. After nearly 
25 years following my career I am as enthusias¬ 
tic about continuing to provide the powerful 
results that outdoor and activity-based educa¬ 
tion provides young people as I was as an 
instructor running my first faltering session. I 
think it is so important to provide opportunities 
to educate our children in a style that is exciting, 
challenging and rewarding for them.

IF YOU are worried about the VAT 
hike in announced in the emer¬ 
gency budget, you are not alone. 

Even Conservative MP Gordon Henderson 
has voiced his concerns on the negative effect 
the Governments decision could have on busi¬ 
nesses and consumers in Swale, 

He said: *1 am concerned about the increase 
in VAT to 20 per cent because it will hit all 
our pockets bard and could have a negative 
impact on local shops and businesses, but I 
recognise that the Chancellor had to make 
some pretty hard decisions if we are to reduce 
the horrific debt mountain,* 

As well as increasing the cost of petrol, 
clothes, cars, white goods and sendees (Tie tax 
will add an annual average of £33 to each 
shopper's basket when it comes in on January 
4, 2011, but for those families relying on con¬ 
venience foods the cost will Ik? much higher. 

The good news is there are ways to beat the 
taxman. VAT law should split your supermar¬ 
ket goods into two categories: essential foods, 
which you pay zero tax on, and luxury foods 
that will be subject to the 20 per cent levy 
However, the difficulty the tax man has in 
splitting these items means that very often 
you can purchase a similar product for 20 per 


cent less, Its just a question of knowing winch 
products to buy. 

For example if you buy nuts and dried fruit 
from the baking aisle you will probably not 
pay VAT, but if you buy them from the 
snacks section you’ll pay 20 per cent on top of 
the retail price. 

Buy a hot lunch from the supermarket and 
you will incur the tax levy but feast on a cold 


sandwich and you’ll get off tax free. Likewise 
buy freshly-baked bread while it is still warm 
rather than takeaway hot food and you will 
save yourself 20 per cent. 

Spokesman for myaupermarket.co.uk Jenny 
Steel agrees there? are some odd differences 
between the types of foods that qualify for 
VAT, making it hard to predict where the tax 
increase will hit shoppers most.

Ho said: “A gingerbread man decorated 
with two chocolate eyes is exempt from 
VAT, but if it contains any more chocolate, 
standard-rated VAT is charged. Likewise, 
unshelled salted nuts are exempt, but shelled 
salted nuts are not,’’ 

’‘Other foods that come under the zero-rated 
VAT banner, despite being convenience foods 
include Jaffa cakes, milkshakes, chocolate 
spread and tortilla or com chips.” 

With such a plethora of tax anomalies it is 
possible for the price savvy shopper to adjust 
their shopping habits and save a substantial 
part of their weekly shopping bill at the 
same time.

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High-speed auction 
is still on track 

TRANSPORT chiefs have gone ahead 
with plans to auction off the £1.5 billion¬ 
valued High Speed 1 rail network. 

Interested parties have been asked to 
enter bids for the 68-mile line, which links 
London with the Channel Tunnel and is 
the first of the Government’s assets to be 
offloaded in an attempt to tackle the UK’s 
£167bn annual debt burden. 

The sale also includes the high-speed 
stations at Ashford and Ebbsfleet, as 
well as St Pancras International and 
Stratford in north-east London. 

Announcing the sale last Monday, 
Transport Secretary Philip Hammond 
said: “The money generated by this sale 
will make an early significant contribu¬ 
tion to the crucial task of reducing the 
public sector debt. 

“That’s good news for the taxpayer. But 
the sale will also bring benefits to pas¬ 
sengers as the successful private bidder 
will be incentivised to attract new opera¬ 
tors serving new routes. 

“This is part of the Government’s 
approach to making our national assets - 
and every taxpayer pound - work harder. 

“The Government does not have to run 
everything directly. We need to take 
prompt action where private enterprise 
can provide both a better deal and a 
superior service to the public.” 

North Thanet MP Roger Gale said the 
Government should concentrate on fix¬ 
ing the problems caused by HS1 first 
rather than finding a new owner for it. 

“I’m concerned about the people who 
have to use the trains every day because 
at the moment they’re receiving a rub¬ 
bish service.” 

Interested parties have until July 9 to 
register their interests in purchasing the 
line. 


'Panther' prints 
make anglers 
paws for thought 


FISHERMEN are being warned to 
keep an eye out for a panther-like 
beast seen lurking around a Kent 
waterhole. 

Eagle-eyed anglers said they became aware 
of the existence of the wild cat three Saturdays 
ago when they spotted some mysterious foot¬ 
prints at Burham Reservoir near Strood. 

Owner Gary Dellaway said: “They were big 
enough for me to get my whole hand in, which 
is a little worrying. 

“They were like pawprints but it would need 
to be a pretty large cat to do those. There have 
been so many sightings of big cats in Kent, but 
I have never seen any evidence myself until 
now. 

“We also had a chap in his bivvy which is like 
a small tent they fish from during the night, 
and he reported hearing some heavy footsteps 
behind him. 

“He said they were a sort of padding noise, so 
not like a human footstep. 

“He also thought it was some sort of big cat 
because of the sound it made. It was so close to

him he could hear the heavy deep breathing, 
again, nothing like a person would make. 

“The guy looked around his bivvy back 
towards the undergrowth, and although he 
couldn’t see what was making the noise, he 
could see the foliage moving as it passed by.” 

Gary, from Chatham, said others have actual¬ 
ly seen what looked like a panther strolling 
along the opposite bank to where they were 
fishing and others have seen something take a 
drink from the water. 

He said: “I am telling people what has hap¬ 
pened, but they are not going to be put off their 
fishing by these reports. 

“But I have said they need to be at least alert 
and on guard should anything approach them 
while they are fishing.” 

Big cats have been reported in the area 
before, particularly around a mile away on 
the busy Blue Bell Hill, and in Boxley, 
Lenham, or further afield like Ashford and 
Canterbury. 

Just like UFOs, over the decades, there has

been a steady stream of sightings, but nothing 
conclusive. 

Gary said: “There is one theory about how 
they could have entered the wild. 

“In the early 1900s there apparently used to 
be a zoo at Cobtree Manor Estate at the bottom 
of Bluebell Hill which had large cats. The 
rumours are that several escaped and sightings 
have persisted ever since. 

“The prints were about one inch deep, so 
whatever it was, it was heavy. 

“There were a set of smaller identical prints 
alongside, maybe from a cub, which would sug¬ 
gest they are breeding. 

“There’s a lot of woodland around the lake 
where they could happily hide away.” 


Specialist domestic violence courts 
bring swift action against abusers 


VICTIMS of domestic violence have been 
assured that prosecutions against their 
abusive partners will now be processed 
quicker than ever before. 

Kent is already home to one court special¬ 
ising in domestic crime in Maidstone, and 
next month a second will open to hear 
cases from in and around Canterbury and 
Thanet. 

There are also plans for a third to be 
established early next year in Medway. 

Priority 

Roger Coe-Salazar, chief crown prosecu¬ 
tor for Kent, said: “Stopping domestic vio¬ 
lence and bringing perpetrators to justice is 
a major priority for the Crown Prosecution 
Service. 

“We have deliberately placed consider¬ 
able time, effort and frontline resources 
into tackling this abhorrent crime, and I 
see the expansion of the specialist domestic 
violence courts as another example of all 
criminal justice agencies working together 
to support victims and stamp it out.” 

The aim of the new courts - the second of 
which will run once a week from Margate 
Magistrates’ Court - is to speed up the 
legal process while providing a safe and 
supportive environment for victims and 
witnesses. 

The magistrates, clerks and prosecutors 
have all undergone specialist training in 
domestic abuse issues, while an independ¬ 
ent advisor from the Oasis charity is also 
on hand to offer expert guidance. 

Mike Edwards, deputy justices clerk for 
east Kent, said: “The advisor is the key to

the success of this project because of the 
assistance, understanding and knowledge 
that will be provided to victims and profes¬ 
sionals at court. 

“Research has shown that where courts 
of this nature are set up, victims and wit¬ 
nesses have more confidence in the crimi¬ 


nal justice system. This enables the police, 
Crown Prosecution Service, probation serv¬ 
ice, witness service and the courts to deliv¬ 
er a better service to all and for the benefit 
of all.” 

Last year Kent Police received 21,329 
reports of domestic abuse, of which 2,477 
were from Thanet and 1,461 from in and 
around Canterbury. 

Thanet has the highest number of inci¬ 
dents per 1,000 of the population with 19. 

As well as providing the specialist courts 
with independent advisors, the Oasis char¬ 
ity also supports domestic abuse victims 
through the entire legal process by offering 
information and advice. 

One victim got in touch with the charity 
because she feared her abusive husband 
would cause further harm to her and her 
children as a result of her pressing charges 
against him. 

She said: “The support I was given was 
fantastic. 

Control 

“These people understood my fears and 
were able to offer practical ways of easing 
them. They made me see how I could take 
control of my life. 

“I didn’t have to go on like that. It wasn’t 
easy - in fact it was extremely hard - but it 
was so, so worth it.” 

• This week, the chief constable of 
Wiltshire Police, Brian Moore, said each 
police force should compile a list of the ‘top 
10’ possible victims of domestic violence - 
and visit them daily to ensure they are 
safe. 


On the road to outing 
abuse in gypsy groups 

IT HAS long been a taboo subject within tight- 
knit traveller communities - but previously 
silent victims of domestic abuse are beginning 
to speak out. 

A report by the Equality and Human Rights 
Commission suggested women who reported a 
violent relationship had usually suffered 
severely and over a long period of time. 

Cultural barriers and fear of being 
ostracised were cited as factors, where women 
were afraid they would be left alone and sub¬ 
jected to racism from society if pushed out of 
the traveller community. 

The paper also revealed that 61 per cent of 
married English gypsy women and 81 per cent 
of married Irish traveller women had experi¬ 
enced direct domestic abuse. 

An invitation-only conference is now being 
held by the Gypsy and Traveller Action Group 
at the Kent Police College in Maidstone to 
raise awareness of the problem. 

There are 17 legal traveller and gypsy sites 
in Kent, managed by district authorities or 
Kent County Council. 

Irish traveller Mary (name changed) said: “I 
was married at 16 and my husband raped me 
on my wedding night. From 16 to the age of 27, 
I was sexually, emotionally and physically 
abused by my husband. 

“I was just a slave. I wasn’t allowed to have 
money, I wasn’t allowed to talk to other women. 
When he’d stop beating me he’d want to have 
sex with me - that was the worst thing of all.” 

Mary eventually went to a women’s refuge. 

Chairman of the Gypsy and Traveller Action 
Group, Chief Supt Mark Nottage, said: “The 
gypsy and traveller community believes mar¬ 
riage is for life and divorce is rare. Leaving a 
partner can mean they face losing their part¬ 
ner, home, community, culture and way of life.”

SCHOOLCHILDREN 


from 


Bapchild and Tonge Church of 
England Primary School joined 
almost a million youngsters 
around the county to take part in a 
potato harvest. 

The young farmers planted their crop back 
in the spring as part of the Potato Council’s 
grow your own potatoes project (GYOP). 

Pupils at the school were helped in their har¬ 
vesting by expert and Potato Council’s south 
east potato ambassador, Matt Spanton. 

Mr Spanton said: “As a nation we’re losing 
touch with where our food comes from and 
GYOP helps bridge the knowledge gap. It is so 
important to educate the consumers of the 
future and this is why the potato industry con¬ 
tinues to fund this important initiative. 

“The project offers so much for pupils, but 
the look on their faces at harvest time is 
always the highlight. Their reactions range 
from wonder and delight, to curiosity and of 
course pride, as they see what they’ve 
achieved. 

“After planting the potatoes in March, the 
children have been caring for the plants as 
they grow, and now have the chance to taste 
the results of all their hard work. Many chil¬ 
dren have never grown their own food or 
planted anything before, so this activity is not 
only educational but great fun too.” 

Launched in 2005, GYOP was one of the first 
primary school-based growing projects. Since

then it has become the largest of its kind, with 
almost a million children signed up for 2010, 
learning where potatoes come from, how they 
grow and that potatoes are a healthy food.

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Caution urged over 
'free schools' policy 

EXTREME caution must be shown by schools 
considering a breakaway from local authority 
control, Kent County Council leader Cllr Paul 
Carter has warned. 

Last week, the National Grammar Schools 
Association (NGSA) advised heads not to 
apply for academy status due to concerns that 
doing so could result in them losing the right 
to select by ability. 

They fear if grammars take up Education 
Secretary Michael Gove’s flagship policy of 
choosing academy status and opting out of 
council control, governors could turn the school 
into a comprehensive without the current 
requirement to ballot parents. 

But Cllr Carter said heads of all types of 
schools needed to think carefully before decid¬ 
ing whether to sign up to the coalition 
Government’s new ‘free schools’ agenda. 

Reflection 

“I think extreme caution is needed,” he said. 
“At the moment there’s very little detail about 
what it will mean for individual schools. Let’s 
have a measured reflection as detail emerges 
before deciding which way to jump.” 

All state schools in England have been invit¬ 
ed by Mr Gove to become academies free from 
local authority control, giving heads more con¬ 
trol over funding and staffing levels. 

Kent and Medway have more grammars 
than any other county with 39, but the NGSA 
is concerned this may not always be the case. 

A statement on the group’s website reads: 
“We strongly advise governors and heads to be 
extremely cautious. Academies may not be 
legally defined as ‘maintained’, in which case 
they may lose the statutory protection of 
requiring a parental ballot before they are 
turned into comprehensives. 

“Until everything is made clear, we strongly 
recommend extreme caution.”

More needs to be done to 
protect the mental health of the 
guys who put their lives on the line 
for their country.

Construct training 
for new workforce 

Results from the Chartered 
Institute of Building’s (CIOB) 
fourth annual skills survey show 
that the industry is suffering from 
a skills shortage despite the 
recession and subsequent downturn 
in construction demand. A worrying 
72 per cent of respondents believe 
there is a skills shortage in 
construction. 

The lack of apprentice 
recruitment is emphasised by 67 
per cent as the biggest threat to the 
future skills agenda. Furthermore, 
52 per cent of the sample reported 
that the recession has resulted in a 
decline in apprentice recruitment. 


Insufficient education about 
construction at school-level was 
reported by 47 per cent of 
respondents as the second-biggest 
threat to the future skills agenda, 
while an ageing workforce was 
underlined by 46 per cent as the 
third-biggest threat. 

Future investment for the 
industry is clearly essential. But it 
will be pointless if we do not have a 
skilled industry capable of 
delivering projects, and that means 
the industry must find ways of 
retaining, developing and recruiting 
its future human capital. 

Respondents called for 
apprenticeship and graduate 
schemes to be aimed specifically at 
the industry. This could suggest a 
lack of awareness, or relevance, of 
the current range of initiatives 
already on offer. Our view is that if 
the industry is to successfully 
recruit tomorrow’s skilled workforce 
then it must increase its 
participation in schemes like the 
Graduate Talent Pool that cut 
across all industries. There is 
evidence that construction is keen 
to recruit that talent from outside 
the industry. 

The worst of the recession 
appears to have passed, with 74 per 
cent of the sample expecting 
construction demand in 2010/11 to 
either increase or remain the same. 
In comparison with 2009, when 67 
per cent of respondents expected a 
decrease in construction demand, 
this is encouraging news. However, 
43 per cent of respondents expect 
the construction workforce to 


continue to decrease, further 
adding to skills shortages and 
suggesting the industry has not 
recovered from the downturn. 

Graduate recruitment in the 
industiy is on the decline, with only 
two per cent of respondents 
reporting an increase in graduates, 
compared to 12 per cent in the 2009 
skills survey. Sixty-six per cent of the 
sample believe graduates do not 
have the necessary skills to work in 
the industry when they leave 
university, though 63 per cent believe 
a graduate intern scheme, which 
would supplement those skills, would 
be beneficial to the industry. 

Ninety-three per cent of 
respondents feel that mentoring is 
a valuable method of developing 
new employees in the industry, and 
76 per cent of those would consider 
being a mentor. This is particularly 
significant considering 86 per cent 
of the sample believe the industry 
needs to attract younger personnel.

Showing the reality 
behind muslim faith 

The findings of a recent YouGov poll 
- undertaken at the end of May - 
are troubling to say the least. 

More than 2,000 adults were 
asked for their views on Islam and 
Muslims, and the poll revealed that 
one in two Britons associate the 
faith with extremism and terrorism. 

Only six per cent believe it 
encourages justice and 67 per cent 
are of the opinion Islam encourages 
the repression of women. 

Forty-one per cent disagree or 
strongly disagree that Muslims 
contribute positively towards society. 
It is a shame that two million UK 
Muslims have been reduced to one¬ 
dimensional stereotypes, ones I 
cannot relate to at all. 

I grew up on the same diet as 
many other Britons - freedom of 
expression, Blackadder and 
alphabet spaghetti. I support 
England in the World Cup. 

As a person bom, raised and 
schooled in Kent, and one who takes 
pride in my county and my country, 
the findings are a cause for concern. 

Nearly half of UK adults think 
Muslims are not good for Britain, 
when I have always felt I was made 
in Britain. Now is the time to say 
what I stand up for - the universal 
values of peace, coexistence and 
justice. 

This is a sentiment shared by my 
colleagues at the Exploring Islam 
Foundation, an independent charity 
that seeks to counter 
misconceptions and highlight the 
shared values of Islam. 

We, as a group of young British 
Muslim professionals, are uneasy 
about the public perception of our 
faith and of ourselves. So we wanted 
to do something constructive. 

Thus the concept for the Inspired 
by Muhammad campaign was bom. 

The campaign consists of posters 
on London Transport: on the 
Underground, at bus stops and on 
taxis. It features three individuals, 
each representing a value 
Muhammad promoted - care for 
the environment, social justice and 
women’s rights. 

Whereas these areas are nothing 
new to Muslims, they are not 
always associated with Muhammad 
or Islam in mainstream perception. 

The poll findings reveal that 
while a majority of people get their 
information about Islam from 
television and newspapers, only 
three per cent obtain it from 
Muslim organisations. 

This is where Muslims must step 
forward and speak out for the 
causes we all share as Britons. 
What is encouraging is a third of 
those polled said they would like to 
find out more about the faith. 

The Inspired by Muhammad.com 
website received 40,000 hits in its 
first week. 

It has taken time to reach this 
point for the Muslim communities in 
Britain and there are many reasons 
for that: they have undergone much 
change and faced many challenges 
in the past decade especially. 

There’s still a lot to be done, but 
the first steps have been taken.

Why more are starting 

to count their chickens

MORE people in Kent are striving 
for the good life as the popularity of 
amateur poultry-keeping continues 
to rise. 

Growing demand for ethical, free-range and 
organic produce has really ruffled feathers in x 
the food industry, as consumers have 
become more discerning about what 
makes it on to their plates. 

Many have even taken matters ^ 
into their own hands, by turning 
back gardens and allotments into 
their own personal food factories. 

According to Simon Broad, owner of 
Broadfeed equine and pet supplies in 
Tunbridge Wells, the county has 
been no exception to the rule. 

“The popularity of keeping chickens 
has exploded in the last three or four 
years,” he said. “Keeping poultry in 
the back garden is not new. Going 
back to wartime, I should think most people 
with a decent-sized garden would have kept 
them for eggs and meat. 

“With the rise of supermarkets and 
convenience stores, it died off. But over the last 
five to ten years, people have become more 
aware of where their food comes from and are 
looking for a return to the good life.” 



The business has been running 26 years, so 
Broadfeed staff have been well placed to notice 
changing trends. 

As poultry-keeping becomes more popular, 
Mr Broad has been helping a variety of people 
take their first steps into animal husbandry. 

“Many keep them for eggs, so it’s the same as 
keeping a pet. I would say the vast majority 
are complete novices and that’s where we can 
help,” he said. 

“If your garden is big enough for a rabbit, 
it’s big enough for a chicken. In that 
sort of space, you would use an 
ark and the more space you can 
give it, the better its life will be.” 
Collecting up the free eggs, with 
the knowledge they have been laid 
by happy hens, is not the only 
reward. 

Mr Broad believes chickens make 
| fun and educational pets for 
children, with greater appeal than 
more traditional choices. 

“They are perfect in that they give 
children responsibility. They are 
better than rabbits because they are more 
interactive and interesting. You can stand and 
watch chickens for hours. They are busy all day, 
scratching around and picking things up.”

IT is more than 90 years 
since the Battle of the 
Somme but the landscape 
is still etched with the 
aftermath of an industrial 
form of war that led to 
death on a scale never seen 
before. 

Yet, in just a couple of days, you 
can get an insight into the conflict 
and explore one of the most conven¬ 
ient regions of France to get to from 
Kent. 

The battlefields are about an hour 
and a half drive south from Calais. A 
good place to start is the town of 
Peronne. The town is the location of 
the Museum of the First World War 
(Historial de la Grande Guerre). 
Housed in a modem extension to the 
walls of an old chateau, its exhibi¬ 
tions show the impact the war had 
on all the countries involved. 

The town of Albert, 12 miles away, 
was taken and retaken by the 
German and Allied forces during the 
Somme campaign. The town centre 
is dominated by the rebuilt Basilica 
of Notre-Dame. On top of its dome 
stands a large golden statue of an 
angel holding the baby Jesus. 
During the conflict the statue 
became an icon for both armies. The 
Germans believed whoever toppled 
it would ultimately lose the war. 

Next to the Basilica, in under¬ 
ground tunnels used by townspeople 
to shelter from harm down the ages, 
is the Somme 1916 Museum. It is 
full of weapons gathered from near¬ 
by fields and you can buy objects 
such as rusty helmets and hand 
grenades from the museum shop. 


The city of Amiens, with its Gothic 
cathedral and lively nightlife, makes 
a good base from which to explore. 

On day two, visit the Lochnagar 
mine crater at La Boisselle. The 
immense power of modem explo¬ 
sives can be seen at this massive 
hole in the ground; the result of an 
explosion on July 1, 1916, marking 
the start of the Battle of the Somme 
by the British. 

Nearby is the Newfoundland 
Memorial in Beaumont-Hamel. 
Many men from the region, which at 
the time was independent from 
Canada, volunteered for the war. 
The trenches have been left as they 
were since the conflict ended and 


Canadian students on government- 
funded sabbaticals act as tour 
guides. 

Finally, the massive Anglo-French 
memorial at Thiepval designed by 
Edwin Lutyens is a must-visit. The 
150ft tall structure commemorates 
more than 70,000 men from the 
Commonwealth and French forces. 

The Somme Region is still dealing 
with the aftermath of the conflict. 
Hundreds of tonnes of shells are dug 
up in its fields each year and army 
cemeteries can be found round the 
bends of many of its country roads, 
but it is a well worth a visit to 
remind us when the nightmare of 
war becomes a reality.

The changes include some cosmetic 
detailing that make the car appear lower 
and wider and coincide with the immi¬ 
nent launch of the brand’s first five-door 
model and soft-roader, the Countryman.

PEUGEOT’S lion logo is roaring as 
the market is wowed by the stun¬ 
ning new RCZ Coupe halo car. 

But the pivotal moment for the French 
brand’s new found assurance was the launch 
of the 3008 crossover (priced from £16,695) 
last year - a riposte to the successful Nissan 
Qashqai. 

The Nissan’s style and drive is still the 
sharper and you can buy a seven-seater, but 
the 3008’s interior packaging and stowage is 
clever and the Peugeot’s quality cabin - with 
its chrome and alloy detailing - is a big plus. 

And there’s a versatile two-part tailgate; the 
lift-up section allows easy loading of light 
items, while the lower half enables big stuff to 
slide in while doubling as ‘grandstand’ seating 
at outdoor events or camping. 

A movable boot floor and readily accessible 
seat back releases add to the ‘stuffability’. 

Rear legroom is not massive, but the front 
seatbacks are scalloped for the knees of those 
behind and the flat cabin floor affords leg 
space for the middle passenger. 

though is the head-up

to flagship Exclusive models like the llObhp 
1.6-litre diesel (£20,595) tested here. 

Standard fit on the Exclusive is a panoram¬ 
ic roof with electric sunblind; the 3008’s cabin 
is light and airy anyway, but this feature is an 
all-round enlightening experience. 

And so to the much discussed optional Grip 
Control, Peugeot’s alternative to the all-wheel 
drive clout available - at a price - on some 
rivals. 

Grip Control is a sophisticated traction con¬ 
trol for the front driving wheels, with various 
terrain settings via a simple dial. I would have 
been cynical had I not seen a Peugeot 3008 
used as an improvised glider launcher - see the 
video at Motors TV at www.carsforkent.co.uk. 

At £450 it’s also a lot cheaper than a 4x4 
equivalent, although Peugeot will no doubt 
contradict itself when it launches a proposed 
hybrid 3008, with a diesel for the front wheels 
and electric power driving the rear. 

While you might forego Grip Control though, 
don’t do the same for Dynamic Roll Control - 
omitted from lesser models in the 3008 range. 

This overcomes the car’s relatively high rid¬ 
ing position and soft suspension and delivers a 
taut driving experience.

Fragile recovery 
still in infancy, 
says consultant 

PROPERTY sales figures have been 
changing on a monthly basis with any 
signs of recovery “still in their infancy,” 
according to independent property 
investment consultancy Ducalian. 

The firm’s senior consultant, Andrew 
Styles, said: “Overall, I am of the opinion 
that the market still remains fragile 
with house prices susceptible to market 
volatility 

“The green shoots of recovery that 
many predicted last year are still just as 
green and largely in their infancy” 

However, he added that the market 
will definitely recover at some point, 
adding that it is unclear how long this 
recovery would take. 

Meanwhile, recent figures from the 
National Association of Estate Agents 
indicate that the number of house 
hunters registering to look for property 
increased from 274 in March to 277 in 
April. 

The number of sales agreed across the 
month remained strong at an average of 
eight per estate agency, which is the 
same as in March. 

About 21 per cent of sales were made 
to first-time buyers, the data revealed. 

Singles take over 
first-time market 

SINGLE people now outnumber 
married couples as first time buyers, 
according to new research published this 
week. 

Mortgage provider Santander found 
that over the last five years, 37 per cent 
of first-time buyers were singletons, com¬ 
pared to 29 per cent who were married. 

This is the first time single people have 
outnumbered married couples as first¬ 
time buyers. 

In the 1970s, 85 per cent of first time 
buyers were married. 

Santander said it was “surprised” to 
find that 29 per cent of first-time buyers 
are married. 

“This means some 716,400 people 
waited to find their spouse before taking 
the first step towards home ownership, 
showing traditional values die hard,” a 
spokesman for the mortgage provider 
said. 




SITTINGBOURNE-based Swale 
Heating has welcomed the 
Government’s recently announced 
energy bill, so long as it results in 
real savings for home-owners and 
the environment. 

Prime Minister David Cameron said he 
wants his government to be ‘the greenest ever’. 
He claims the Bill will offer a Green Deal to 
encourage home energy efficiency improve¬ 
ments. 

The company said it was looking for the new 
administration to provide a positive lead. 

Matthew Edwards, Swale Heating’s sales 
director, said: “The recent boiler scrappage 
scheme introduced earlier this year effectively 
helped reduce carbon footprints and energy 
bills. It was a shame it was not continued. 

‘We replaced hundreds of old G-rated or 
worse, inefficient boilers across the South East 
under the scheme, which enabled household¬ 
ers to claim £400 against a new A-rated model. 
But it is clear there are many more gas-guz¬ 
zling boilers that need replacing. 

“We have been running our own version of 
the scrappage scheme since the Government 
incentive ended, which offers a £400 discount 
on all new boilers until the end of June 2010. 

“There is no doubt that a new boiler helps to 
reduce gas bills by about a third.” 

Mr Edwards said he was optimistic for the 
future and was committed to making sure his 
company does all it can to promote environ¬ 
mental awareness. 

He added: We hope the new Bill will see 
home-owners in a position again where they 
can make both their hot water and heating 
systems more efficient with government help. 

“The reintroduction of the boiler scrappage 
scheme would be extremely positive, judging 
by the response to the last scheme and the 
effect it can have on energy saving.”

Pension schemes back property 


GOOD news for the market this week as a 
third of UK pension schemes that already 
invest in property say they will buy more, 
according to asset management experts. 

Nearly two thirds of the 166 pension 
schemes questioned have exposure to proper¬ 
ty, 36 per cent of whom said they would possi¬ 
bly be increasing their weighting, while 57 per 
cent said they would be maintaining their cur¬ 
rent exposure. 

Of the schemes questioned that do not cur¬ 


rently invest in property, 35 per cent said they 
were actively considering it. 

Andrew Smith, group head of property at 
Aberdeen Asset Managment, said: “Renewed 
interest in property as an asset class is not 
surprising as investors are looking to diversify 
their equity and fixed income exposure. 

“The recovery of the UK property mar¬ 
ket continues, with strong investment 
demand continuing to drive a rise in cap¬ 
ital values.” 


Those schemes not looking to invest in prop¬ 
erty cited the lack of liquidity and the per¬ 
ceived risks of investing in property among 
the reasons. 

Mr Smith continued: “Property’s role as an 
inflation hedge is attractive given the possibil¬ 
ity of inflation picking up in the medium term. 
However, the industry needs to communicate 
with investors to address their concerns, par¬ 
ticularly about liquidity and the perceived 
risks associated with property investment.”

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Ryan earns his Spurs as 
NBA giants snap him up

A FORMER Sittingboume school¬ 
boy is set to line up against the 
best basketball players in the 
world next season after being 
drafted to the NBA and picked by 
San Antonio Spurs. 

Ryan Richards, 19, was the 49th pick of the 
draft, having earlier impressed coaches and 
pundits at the NBA Draft Combine camp in 
Chicago. 

Richards, who went to Westlands School, 
had stated his desire not to return to Europe 
as part of a deal with an NBA side and he will 
remain in the States with the Suns ahead of 
the new season, which begins in October. 

His first taste of club basketball came with 
the Kent Crusaders (now Medway Park 
Crusaders), before he moved abroad to join 
Spanish side Gran Canaria. 

Last season saw Richards spend a loan spell 
in Switzerland, but he will now come up against 
the biggest names in basketball having achieved 
what he always dreamed of as a youngster. 

His mum, Debbie Richards, who lives in 
Church Road, Sittingboume, told Yourswale: 
“It’s always been his goal. A lot of the European 
teams are coming on now, but that was his 
dream. He didn’t want to play in Europe, he 
wanted to be in the NBA. 



“It’s been really exciting and it’s a really 
good outcome. It’s unbelievable, because this 
sort of thing doesn’t really happen to every¬ 
one. Of course, I wanted him to get picked but 
I’m pleased he’s going to a team where they 
work with the younger players. Other teams 
would have wanted him to go back to Europe 
in his first year, which he didn’t want to do.” 

Richards has represented England at 
under-16 and under-18 level but has never 
been selected for Great Britain at senior level 
- a fact which makes his sudden rise all the 
more incredible. 

His three younger sisters have all played 
club basketball in Kent but Debbie revealed it 
was the influence of another sibling which 
started Ryan’s love-affair with the sport. 

“He started playing at 11,” she said. “His 
brother Keenan came over from Jamaica and he 
played really well. Ryan wanted to be as good as 
him, so that was the start of his interest. 

“He’s worked hard and he had to live on his

own from the age of 17, which isn’t easy. It’s not 
all been plain sailing, he’s had a few injuries 
but he’s stayed focused.
